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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to an advertising device, classified in class 428, 
subclass 428/195.1. 

II. Claims 14-16, drawn to method of using an advertising device, classified 
in class 156, subclass 295. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product can be used by 
applying the bumper sticker assembly to a vehicle or to a wall structure. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with David Jenkins on August 25, 2005, a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, 
claims 14-16. Affimiation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 1-13 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently name inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a petition under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

6. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Jenkins on September 27, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

The title of the invention has been changed to "Method of Using an Advertising 
Device". The title is required to be clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims 
are directed. 

Claims 1 through 13 have been cancelled due to applicant's election of claims 14 
through 16. Claims 14, 15, and 16 have been renumbered 1, 2, and 3 respectively. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, US 4392898, discloses the method of peeling a portion of the sealant 
on a wrapper and then enclosing an object, while US 5686159 discloses attaching 
labels with a bottom face having a pressure sensitive adhesive and an imageable top 
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face, otherwise l^nown as a "piggyback labels", to each other. The prior art of record 
does not disclose a method of detaching the exposed adhesive strip off the insulation 
assembly, then later removing the body portion of the insulating material and attaching 
the sheets to a surface, therefore making it a dual purpose advertising device, as 
claimed.
